the expressed wishes of the Colouics. 
AUTOCRATS IN-OFFICTALISM. 

Again, some people suppos at, as the 
Crown Agents tako all the halfpence, they 
should also receiveall the kicks and come 
in for all the blame ‘when a: contract pans 
out badly for a Colony, Yat the supposi, 
tionis not quite fair to the Crown Agents, aa 
I.may show them. -As tho Grown Colonies 
are compelled to take the Crown Agents ag 
agents in respect to contracts, so must 
tho Crown Agonts sign all tho. contracta 
handed to thein, although they muy havo 
nevor tosted or oyen seon the ostimntes, 
and so forth on which some of theso con- 
tracts may be framed. Contracts, that may 
result in hidcous and quite unnecessary 
losses to Crown Colonies, aro sent from 
Downing Streot across tho street: to Whito- 
hall Gardens, with tho curt’ mandato, 
Plenao sign, seal, and return at once; the 
autocrats at Whitehall Gardens how humbly 
to the superior autocrat in Downing Street, 


and, appending their valuablo signaturen | £ 


to theso tragically interesting documenta, 
bind tho unhappy Colotiies to the chariot 
wheels of some exuberant contriictor. 
Whore the Crown Agonts perform all the 
necessary operations, to the fall-sativfaotion 
oftheir own expert knowlddge in such 
mattors, and then proceed tu draft and 
sign s contract, they are, of course, morally, 
as well as actually, responsible for any 
blunder they may make. In the other 
eases, to wheh I have referred, where 
nothing comes before them except the 
contmet, they are certainly not responsible, 
morally, for any Inpse in judgment or 
arithmetic; and the kicks, if any are to be 
administered, should be dealt to tho 
Secrotary of State with precision and 
adroitness by tho suffering Colonies. A 
difficulty, however, arises fronrthe impos 
sibility, to discover, for which contracts tho 
Crown Agents are morally responsible, and 
for which ne moral guilt. attaches to them. 
They themselves, us must alwnys bo the 
ease in a creature's relations with ita 
creator, aro unable to turn round upon the 
Secretary of State and denounce him, and 
consequently. they obscrvo as much silonco

MANCHU AXD CHINESE. 
Soxu few weeks ago the Governrent 
of China made a mild sensation among 
tloge who are intorested in her politics 
by suggesting that it was the purpose 
of tho Empress Dowager to do away 
with the distinctions between tho 
Manchu and tho Chinese, and, in all 
Gppointments, to clevate those to 
positions of trust, both in the ermy 
and civil life, who were most worthy, 
without distinetion of nationalit J. 
What reality there may have beon in 
this intention we need not stay to 
inquire, It is evident, however, that 
tho intelligent part of the people them- 
selves do not think such of it, and tho 
moro convervative of the native news- 
papers scem to think that it is im- 
possible to obliterate tho distinction 
between tho two races, because it is 
ingrained, and a part of the flesh and 
blood. Probably this contention will 
be found to be grounded in fact. One 
eaper, in an able editorial suggests 
that it is natural to care for one’s own, 
Tho leader writer suggesta that when 
& man opens 8 shop, and appoints a 
responsible man to look after the cash, 
if there ia ono of his own family, it ie 
certain that he will select this member 
of his family _to do this work, even 
though thoro are strangeré who raay 
be able to doit ag well or better. 
The illustration has more point with a 
Chinese render than with an English 
one, because of tho family relationships 
of the Chinese. Whatever may be 
said and by whom, the Manchus will 
semain Maachus and tho Chinese will 
temain Chinese, and nothing that can 
be said or done will in the slightest 
degree alter this bed-rock fact. He

THE HOTEL COLLAPSE. 


‘Continuation of the Enquiry, 


p-6 eee 


Tho enyuizy into tho deaths resulting 
from tho collapso at the Hongkong Hotel 
was continued at the Magistracy this 
afternoon before Mr ¥. A. Hazoland and a 
jury of three. : 

Mr G. Blood stated the pillura would, 
hnve to carry a dead weight of 140 Ibs to 
tho square foot - about 40 tons te ench 
pillar, ‘Tho oleotric lifts had 
commenced: ranning the day before the 
collapse, but there was no vibration. The 
engino room waa in’ the old part of the 
building; thero was vibration there, but 
not much, The day of the collapse 
some shoring was taken under 
witness’ supervision, 

To Mr Looker—Blue-brick pillars are to 
be found in many buildings here, 1b was 
customary years ago to build the firat wall 
and pillars uf blue-brick, and there aro many 
throe-storiod buildings of blue-Lrick stil) 

Loxjstant. Tho best quatity bluw- brick is 
better than tho red brick ; hut aro only 
used to n small extent here.

Mv Looker What did you mean whop

You refer to the Building Ordinanee 7 
Yes. ' 

Continuing, witnoss suid he had oxamine 
ed tho blue bricks forming the pillars of 
the collapsed portion; thoy wero much 
above average quality. Parts caine away 
Joose, hut the majority carne down in big 
Woeke The erack he saw in tho fourth 
pile was at least one, twe or five yours 
old. The work being carried out north of 
the eullapse could pot affect the stability of

the portion whieh eellapsed. ‘The main 
walls of the building where fhe collapse 
took place were composed of blue-brick, 
and the shock of the collapse would puto 
xovere strain on those walls, but they 
showed practically no strain at all, Any 
vibration enuxed by the working of 
the engines in tho main building would not 
effoet the pillars in tho east building, There 
was s thunderstorm at the time of the 
collapse and during storms buildings are 
subject to percoptible tremours, which are 
caleulnted to try their stability. The storm 
was in my opinion, suid witness, a factor 
causing the collapse, 

To Mr Morrell--Under any circum. 
gtances 1 would not build pillare ef blac 
brick. : 

Mr Morrell—~In you unnual report did 
you refer to tho pillars being mado of blac- 
erick ?~—Phe report is not made up yl. 

Mr B. L. Frost of tho Telegraph Com- 
pany, called by Mr Looker, stated that he 
lived in the Hongkong Hotel and at tho 
time of the collapse was in hia room, having 
just returned froma room on the fourth 
fluor of tho east wing. THe noticed a flash 
of lightning immediately’ prior to hearing 
the anund of the collapse. 

Mr Morrell—Do you infor the building 
was struck by lightning ?—Not at al! [ 
noticed the evincidence, 

MrT, L, Perkins (oxecutive ongincer, 
Public Works Department) was culled, It 
was part of his duty to inspect plans for 
buiklings and he passod a plan for certain 
alterations to the Hongkeng Hotel, after an 
inspector had paid a visit to the spot, The 
alterations were to orect a concrete floor and 
youl over east ares and Kuhn's shop, He 
went down to the Hotel just after tho 
collapse and tock charge of the 
shoring up. Since then he had made 
several examinations of the collapse. 
From the fucb that o great deal of the 
collapsed portion cume down in large lumps 
ha inferred that the placo was woll-built, 
Witness had seon s great many collapses, 
in most of which the bricks were separated, 

Mr Morrell- Did you examine tho 
beams ?—Yes. 

Wore any ant-enten ?--Yes, but Jess 
than eight per cent. of thom,

Small. 

One of the pillars, continued witness, 
did not seem to have broken at the 
weakest place, and from that it occurred 
o him that in putting down the floor the 
workmen may have cut into the base of 
tho pillar, Tho averago crushing strength 
of bluo bricks was 1400 Ibs. per square 
inch ; tho maximam 1750 Ibs, per syutare 
inch ; minimum 1160 Ibs. A brick and 
mortar column would crush at sbout 
one-third of the crushing strength of the 
brick. i
